China ‘and in wholesale persecution 
of the Chinese Christians, 

* Several weeks ago the Nation- 
alist Government «passed an, or- |.

and invited American and other 
foreign missionaries to resume 
their posts inthe interlor. 

To-day’s action, it is hoped, will, 
be effective:in preventing anti-

of the peninsula, and the mulli- 


plicity and importance of Kowloon, 


‘matters that constantly call for 
attention, serve to illustrate ‘the 
reagonability ‘of the plea, 

Some few years ago, the .ques- 
tion of Constitutional Reform was 
much’ to the fore.» Most of’us can 
recall the petition which wis sent 
to tffe House of Commons onthe 
subject and the set-back which. the 
movement received because of cer- 
tain ‘irregularities in the form.in 
which that petition. was presented. 
Subsequently, other developments 
occurred whi¢h resulted in the 

question being relegated ,to the 
background. Since then, the Con- 
slitutional Reform Association 
has, like so‘many other Hongkong 
organisations, ceased to function, 
and the: scheme which it sponsored 
has been almost, . forgotten. 


Eventually, no doubt, Ahe Con-’ 


stitutional Reform issue, in one 
form or another, will again be 
raiged, especially “ as. it is being 
dealt with in some of thé other 
Crown Colonies, notably’ in Ceylon, 
where a Commission from Home 
is at present investigating the 
question.

D.- Segrave 
set the record of 203,8:miles an 
hour last year, but her reduced 
wind resistance more than balane- 
ed the deficiency in powér. ‘We 
have heard it argued that for a 
motor-car driver to lay . himself 
open to deadly danger in endea- 
vouring to attain such: amazing 
speeds on the land,, is foolhardi- 
ness and serves no useful purpose. 
Admittedly, 200 miles an hour 
over any road is in these days out 
of the question, but that beggars 
the real point of the contests, In 
order that cars ‘may safely at- 
tempt high apeads, special atten- 
tion must be given to tyre ‘con- 
struction, brakes, sparking plugs, 
and so ‘on, while every. part of the 
machine: must be absolutely: ‘flaw- 
less. The regearch necessary to 
achieve perfection, and the proven 
ability of the gear employed to 
stand up to the terrific strain im- 
posed, {sof immense’ benefit from 
a selentific engineering point: of 
view. It is super-human experi- 
mental efforts such as these that 
enable manufacturers’. to present 
the public with a ear for normal 
use in which the breaking strain 
cannot be over-estimated.
